Dr. S. H. Patterson 
To Fill Post ; Hold 
Church Decision 

The appointment of Dr. S. How- 
ard Patterson, of 83 Wynnedale 
Rd., Narberth, to the Board of 
Adjustment, was announced Mon- 
day night by the Narberth Bor- 
ough Council. 

Dr. Patterson's appointment was 
made to fill the post left vacant by 
the recent death of Robert M. Wil- 
son. Dr. Patterson's term will end 
January T, 1951. 

In making the appointment, 
Council president Walter A. Fox 
stated that a decision on the peti- 
tion presented to the Board last 
month by All Saints' Church, Wyn- 
newood, concerning property re- 
cently purchased by the Church 
on the corner of E. Wynnewood 
Rd. and Montgomery Ave., would 
not be announced until after Dr. 
Patterson had studied the report of 
a public hearing held several weeks 
ago. 

The decision by the Board was 
delayed due to the fact that Mr. 
Wilson died shortly after the hear- 
ing and before the Board could 
legally draw up a decision reached 
by them after the hearing. 

Fox stated that the Board had 
reached a decision granting the 
Church the exception asked, but 
the decision had not been written 
up before Mr. Wilson's death. 

The Borough Board of Adjust- 
ment is composed of three mem- 
bers. At the time of the hearing, 
the Board consisted of Fred C. 
Kuebler, Jr., chairman; Robert F. 
Wood and Mr. Wilson. Wood, a trus- 
tee of the Church, did not sit at 
the hearing. 

The official decision on the peti- 
tion, which asked permission to use 
the property for Sunday School and 
other Church purposes, will be an- 
nounced at a later date, Fox added. 
Dr. Patterson, professor of eco- 
nomics at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, has been ..a resident, of. 
Narberth since July of this year. 
A member of the University fac- 
ulty for the past 25 years, he 
served on the panel of the Third 
Regional War Labor Board during 
World War II. The author of sev- 
eral books on economies, he also 
serves as consulting editor for sev- 
eral New York publishing houses.
